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BEWARE OF CON ARTISTS 


Con Artists, especially around the holiday 
season, rip off millions of dollars from un- 
suspecting consumers under the guise of 
charity. Hope Jackson, Acting Director of 
The Newark Office of Consumer Action, 
warns all consumers who are asked to make 

a contributin to a charity, to use their heads 

before they open their hearts and their 

pocket books. 

Consumer Action stated that a common 
practice for phony charities is to use names 
that sound very much like the name of real 
charities. Іп many cases, real names of 
charity or public service organizations are 
used. So, a name you know is no quarantee 
that the appeal is a proper one. Consumers 
should never send money to an organization 
on the basis of a telephone solicitation 
alone. Also, they should never rely on a 
telephone number given to them by some- 
one at their door asking for funds as a means 
for them to check the validity of the appeal. 
It's fraudulent, there's just an accomplice on 
the other end of the line. 

The Consumer Agency recommends: 

* Always ask the solicitor for identifica- 
tion. 

* Ask the telephone solicitor to mail you 
information before you make your deci- 
sion. 

* Never pay in cash, write a check. If the 
solicitor won't take a check, he is a 
phony. 

* Check with the organization to see if 
they received your contribution. 

* Don't let high pressure tactics persuade
